A  total  of  876  citizen  scientists  reported 
89 1  monitoring  trips  and  involved  over 
3,000  participants  collecting  biological, 
chemical,  and  physical  data  in  2018.  Our 
tiered  VWQM  training  structure  allows 
flexibility  for  citizen  involvement  while 
increasing  education  and  use  of  data 
collected  at  each  level  of  training.

2018,  145  float  outfitters  throughout  the 
state  participated  in  the  Stash  Your  Trash 
Program,  100  of  which  offered  discounts 


provided  to  livery  business  owners 
to  distribute  to  the  public,  preventing 
countless  tons  of  trash  from  entering 
Missouri’s  recreational  waterways.  More 
than  31,000  red  and  green  mesh  bags  and 
over  4,900  blue  poly  bags  were  provided 
to  Stream  Teams  in  their  cleanup  efforts.

Looking  ahead,  we  anticipate 
obstacles  related  to  extreme  weather  and 
flooding  will  challenge  some  Teams  but 
much  like  the  human  spirit,  the  volunteer 
spirit  will  persist.  Opportunities  to 
contribute  in  cleanup  efforts  will  abound 
and  provide  a  valuable  learning  experience 
in  working  as  a  community  for  stream 
resources.  The  coming  years  will  continue 
to  test  us  as  stream  stewards  and  advocates 
for  quality  waters  and  the  landscapes 
that  feed  them,  but  the  citizens  that 
demand  this  Program  will  be  the  key  in 
looking  upward  and  onward  for  continual 
improvement. 

The  only  thing  constant  is  change  as 
we  continue  to  reduce  paper  waste  and 
move  to  electronic  services.  Stream  Teams 
United  ramps  up  their  paddling  events  and 
celebration  opportunities  as  the  Program 
turns  30.  Teams  are  continuing  to  grow 
into  well-oiled  machines,  delivering  events 
to  attract  hundreds,  if  not  thousands,  of 
new  volunteers.  Water  quality  monitors 
continue  to  build  confidence  in  monitoring 
techniques  and  improve  the  quality  of 
data  submitted.
